The company’s counsel, 
Robert J. Keefe,-remarked in the 
Lcourse of his objection that he un- 
derstood Egan would be a witness 
in his own behalf at a‘ later stage 
of the trial. Thomas Bond, coun- 
sel for Egan, said his client would 
testify “if we have to show a de- 
fense.” 

An attempt today by Attorney 
Bond to present additional] testi- 
mony by Egan from the transcript 
of a hearing before SEC examiners 
June 27, 1939, was ruled out by the 
Court on objection of Blanton. 
Bond insisted Egan’s statement at 
the later hearing was pertinent in 
re-i connection with what Egan had 
said earlier about employment of 
lawyers. Bond was permitted to

‘Lawyers’ Testimony. 

In ‘earlier testimony several law-

Guy C. McMillan, a St. Louis: law- 
yer, who did certain types of legal 
work for the company, «testified 
yesterday that from 1935 to 1937 
he received special monthly -“re- 
tainer” checks, the entire proceeds 
of which he “kicked back” in cash. 
The aggregate was about $6600. 
Miss Muriel Miller, former secre-, 
tary of Albert C. Laun when he 
was the company’s ace lobbyist, 
testified that the envelopes con- 
taining McMillan’s “kickbacks” 
usually were delivered to her by 
McMillan’s secretary. She said it 
was the practice of Laun, later 
dismissed along with Egan and 
Boehm, to tear. off the return. card 
of the envelopes, revealing cur- 
rency inside, then have her place 
them ‘in 4 safe. 
The usual practice, she said, 
was to leave an envelope in the 
safe until-Laun called for it.

A total of 33,841 persons have 
received the Red Cross first aid 
training for participation in St.

“almost as thick as catfish” in the waters where 
their ship was attacked. 

The Nazi raiders have been successful in meting 
out death and suffering to seamen, but the actual 
shipping losses they inflicted have not been great, 
so far as is known. Destruction of small merchant 
ships and empty tankers can scarcely be regarded as 
great triumphs for the Axis. It must be, then, that 
spreading terror is part of the reason for these 
coastal raids. 

The frequent use of torpedoes is one indication 
that frightfulness is the objective. ‘Torpedoes are 
large and costly; submarines that travel across an 
ocean, and expect to return, can carry few of them. 
It is not the Nazi custom to waste torpedoes on the 
small fry. of the ocean lanes. Gunfire is usually 
enough to put them out of action. But, in these 
raids, torpedoes are being used, without warning, 
and with high destructive effect. 

Possibly it’ is the aim of the Nazi war-makers 
to spread fear and panic among mariners and in 
the cities of the East coast. Another probable mo- 
tive is the influence of these long-range depreda- | 
tions on the Pan-American conference now in session 
at Rio de Janeiro. 

Creation of a solid front. of Western Hemisphere 
nations would be a deadly blow to the Axis. It 
would mean elimination of its agents from the New 
World, save perhaps at Vichy’s outposts, and it 
would mean creation of a powerful convoy and patrol 
system. Hence the pressure now being brought 
against Latin American nations, in such forms as 
the German-Italian threat to Brazil that war would 
result if relations were severed, as a resolution now 
before the conference provides. 

Among the wavering element of South American 
statesmen, there is a high percentage of opportunism. 
Some of them are frankly waiting to see which 
side seems most likely to win the war, in the hope of 
climbing on the bandwagon. If the Axis can now make 
a demonstration of its strength, if it can threaten 
ships in the continent’s coastal waters with destruc- 
tion, there is the obvious hope that fear will lead 
_obstructionist — to block creation of a united 
American front’ 

The sea lanes around the British Isles are swarm- 
ing with merchant ships, conveying badly needed 
war materials to Britain. The Axis is meeting se- 
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have succeeded in landing superior forces there. On 
those two fronts, there are tasks for submarines that 
could possibly influence the tide of war. Yet the 
Axis prefers to send a pack of its undersea raiders 
into American coastal waters, a fact which demon- 
strates the importance attached to a show of power 
in the Western Atlantic at this time. 

What the American Navy is doing to fight off 
these raiders must remain in the realm of military 
secrets just now. However, the public may be sure 
that our Atlantic patrols are on the job. American 
vessels have been prepared for just such: raids ever 
since the President's “shoot on sight” order of last 
‘September, and even before. They are undoubtedly 
making their vigilance and: marksmanship felt on 
these prowling sharks of the Western Atlantic, 

This development proves the wisdom of what 
Secretary Knox said last week: that no immediate 
naval showdown with the Japanese could be expect- 
ed; that while the Pacific fleet was not idle, the 
Nayy’s No. 1 job still was to keep the sea lanes open 
between America and Britain in order to bring about 
the defeat of Germany—“our great enemy.” ; 

The full story cannot be told until later. We 
know now that Axis submarines are quite efficient | 
in sinking unarmed tankers.

On top of repeated assurances that the United 
States has ample supplies of sugar on hand and 
accessible for import, Secretary Wickard yesterday 
issued .a warning that the country faces a serious 
shortage by the end of the year. 


This is a sample of the sort of flimflam which | 


will do more to lower American morale—if it can be 
lowered—than a whole series of Japanese victories.

time. And this question—whether the press 
and people should ne up or shut up—is 
very important and deserves serious con- 


. sideration. 


Advocates: of a “shut up” policy maintain 
that this constant public criticism puts the 
democracies at a disadvantage. Men in 
authority are compelled to waste time an- 
swering this criticism. Public confidence is 
weakened by reckless charges of incompe- 
tence and blundering. The effect on home 
morale is bad, On the other hand, the 
morale. of the enemy is heightened and, 
what is more important still, valuable in- 
formation may be given away. 

We should assume, these advocates tell 
us, that the man on the job knows more 
than we do and that even the press is 


probably badly informed, If we would all 


stop trying to be experts and press on with 
our own work, our war effort would gain, 
not lose.

Influenza

form of epidemic illness is in- 

fluenza, or la grippe. We hear 
a report that an epidemic of in- 
fluenza during the fall and winter 
months of 1940 and 1941 affected 
almost every section of the United 
States. 

The sharp rise in the incidence 
of this disease was recorded. in 
California during November, 1940, 
and a big increase in the number 
of cases was reported from the Pa- 
cific and Mountain regions of the 
United States and Canada for the 
week ending in December. The 
regions of the southeast had a 
maximum of cas2s about Jan. 11, 
if41, and in the North Central 
regions, South and East Central, 
in Canada, New England and the 
Middle Atlantic regions the high- 
est incidence was reported during 
the week ending Feb. 1,

THIS INCIDENCE, which is 
based on public health reports, 
would clearly indicate an epidemic 
disease which began in one part of 
the country and spread gradually 
by contact over the entire con- 
tinent in the course of about four 
months. We must recognize it 
therefore as a special epidemic dis- 
ease; although I am myself con- 
siderably puzzled to know just 
how to make the diagnosis of an 
influenza epidemic or pandemic.

| A MAN AND HiS PIPE 


HE humidity inside a tobacco 
pipe is very high, quickly chang- 
ing vapor to water. In fact 
a pipe’s inside bears comparison 
with a tropical climate; except 
that in the tropics there are a wet 
season and a dry season, While in- 


side a pipe the season is always 


wet, 


This precipitation must be taken 
care of or else your pipe will gurgle 
and annoy bystanders who do not 
smoke pipes and say unkind things 
about people who do. Fortunately 
the removal of the liquid is simple. 
All you have to do is to pull the 
pipe apart, blow down the stem 


and run a pipe cleaner into the. 


bowl, Then reassemble the pipe 
which has stopped gurgling, fill it 
with tobacco and light it. How 
easy! y) 

Sad to relate the pipe will gurgle 
again and the anti-pipe people will 
raise their eyebrows. But you 


know what to do now. So pull the. 


pipe apart and go through with 


the blowing and swabbing. Then 
relight it. 

This operation could be repeated 
indefinitely except that it will ex- 
haust your matches, But you can 
borrow the cook’s matches from off 
the kitchen range. She won’t miss 
them until she starts to heat the 
oven. 

It is possible the liquid from the 
pipe may be dark. So, in blowing 
it out, select a target of the same 
shade. <A floor stained walnut or 
mahogany does nicely. Wall papers, 
however, are not recommended. 

Your chief difficulty will come 
from the anti-pipe smokers who, 
instead of being grateful to you 
for removing the gurgle will. re- 
mark that they don’t see what 
fun you get out of it and protest 
your consumption of matches. 

As you pull your pipe apart and 
blow through it for the n’th time 
you may rise superior to them by 
replying that they “certainly do 
make a fuss over nothing.”

I had experience with the severe 
form which swept all over the 
world in 1917 and 1918 and 1919.

We are told that, in a carefully 
observed epidemic, influenza has 
an onset with a fever of 100 de- 
grees to 102 degrees F. Some tem-

sisted in infections of the 
ear. . 

The treatment of this form of 
influenza at present is largely the 
relief of symptoms. In other words,

You may feel that your tires are 
good for a lot more rolling. You 
may go on feeling that way until 
some morning you find you're rid- 
ing downtown on inner tubes. 
Americans are traditionally light- 
hearted about such stern realities 
until they're given a very real 
shock. They're used to being able 
to buy anything that they can pay 
for. It may come as a real jolt to 
many to find out that this time 
nobody's kidding. 

Since civilians simply aren't on 
the list for tire replacements, it’s 
definitely to your advantage to 
work out a co-operative system of 
car transportation in your vicinity. 

Most neighborhoods are made up 
of people in the same economic 
and business level, and it’s likely 
that if you punch a time clock at 
7 o'clock, or saunter into the of- 
fice at 10, you have neighbors who 
do likewise. Even if you have to 
get up half an hour earlier because 
Smith, Jones and Sealyham all be- 
gin slaving before your firm gives 
the go signal, it's a small sacrifice 
to make. There are worse things 
than getting up a half an hour ear- 
lier to go to work. Ask any visit- 
ing Englishman. . 

Some drivers, used to leaving at 
their own time, purring out the 
driveway in snug solitude with 
not a care in the world but the 
traffic bottleneck at Vandeventer 
avenue and Market street, may 
find it an annoyance to squeeze in 
between two neighbors who are 
chunky and chetty. However, 


they say the army tanks aren't

And the tire-rationing board hopes 
that neighborhood business men 
follow the idea of sacrifice to ex- 
tremes in this doubling up, even to 
cases where their wives aren't on 
speaking terms.

form, you can also save rubber 
by riding public conveyances, but it 
doesn’t take a statistician to point 
out that the public conveyances 
are over-crowced these days. 
Street cars are stampeded, busses 
bulge, and at those places where 
service cars used to line up, the 
passengers now line up instead, A 
few co-operative transportation 
ears in every neighborhood, be- 
sides relieving automobile traffic 
by the doubling up of carloads, 
would do a lot to relieve street 
car and bus congestion in the 
downtown section. 

This is true also in the county, 
where transportation facilities 
were never designed for mass 
usage. Since we've sent our car, 
husband attached, to the Army, 
we've had some first hand, elbow, 
rib, and shin experience with coun- 
ty transportation.
